PROTECTING A LARGE 
Farmers today are faced with the

necessity of allocating a fairly large 
proportion of their total farm in- 
vestment for necessary machinory and 
equipment. This fact is clearly il- 
lustrated by the increase in the num- 
ber of’ tractors, combines, and _pick- 
up balers now in use. Accurate es- 
timates reveal tat during the ;past 
10 years, tractor populations have 
trebled; the number of combines in 
use have increased nearly five times; 
and pick-up baler sales have increas- 


ed from nearly nothing to about 
10,000. 
The large investment involved 


makes it advisable to consider ade- 
quate measures for the protection of 
the equipment. Protection against 
unnecessarily rapid deterioration 
can be obtained by two major steps. 
First, machinery should be inspected 
for repai:s that will need replace- 
ment before another season rolls 
around, These repair parts should 
be ordered *well in advance as as- 
surance that t:2 machine will be 
ready when required, Incidentally 
this helps the dealer to make provi- 
sion for adequate repair 
stocks. 

The second step is adequate pro- 
tection of rubber tires, unpainted 
metal parts, and wooded parts from 
the ravages of natural weathering. 
In many cases the provision of ade- 
quate storage facilities may not be 
possible or advisable. However, the 
use of paint, rustproofing materials, | 
and protective paints or covers for | 
rubber can be readily utilized by all! 
operators, 

Rustproofing compounds properly 
applied to shiny metal surfaces have 
adequate protection to metal for 
periods excecding 12 months at the 
experimental station. Heavy gun 
grease will give protection for a 
period up to t'ree or four months. 
Used oil will provide protection only 
for a very short period. 

Equipment mounted on rubber 
can be blocked up and the tires 
painted or protected from sunshine, 
excess moisture, and grease by,a 
preservative paint or canvas cover, 

The time required to properly con- 
dition equipment for storage is not 
great and in view of the funds in- 
vested ‘would appear to be well worth- 
while,

of East-Central of Province 


Now Have Rural Population of 12,552 


(By the Canadian Press) 

Fourteen years ago much of the population of east-central 
Alberta was burdened with debt and harassed by soil erosion 
and drought. Today these same districts, which now make up 
the province's Special Areas, support a thriving population of 
grain farmers, ranchers and mixed farmers. 


From 1931 to 1934, residents in the | suitable only for grazing, marginal 


areas received direct relief of almost 
$1,000,000, In 1951, total direct re- 
lief to the same population was little 
more than $5,000, 

The Special Areas now cover 264 
townships and have a rural popula- 
tion of 12,552, a figure constant for 
the last six years, 

The Special Areas were organized 
to assist farmers and ranchers finan- 
cially and agriculturally and to con- 
trol settlement in the traditionally 
dry regions.

Today, 2,000,000 acres of the 6,000,-
